Thfl Bill for giving Casaiar a repro- 
aentatiye and Nauaimo an additional 
representative in tho Logislntive Ab- 
sembly met with bitter oi:)position at 
the bauds of the members of the Gov- 
ernraent and their well-trained back- 
ers. A Tariety of pretences- there 
certainly ifaa nothing in tho nature 
of arguinent — were urged, the chief 
of vrliich was that it would disturb the 
balance of rapresentation as against 
the Mainland. It isL-difficult to see 
how any disturbance to the Mainland 
could arise from changing the respec- 
tive r»pre«entation of the two sections 
from 13-12 to 14-13. The number al- 
ready alotted to the Mainland being 
odd, it is obviouithat no increase in the 
representation of the whole is possi- 
ble without inoro or less disturbing 
its relative proportions. TIio general 
objoctioniiblcnoss of altering or, an 
the Premier oiproased it, "tinkering"' 
with tho constitution wai also strong- 
ly urged. A glance at history may help 
to show how far MinlHtors wer« sin- 
core in these grmuuls of objection. 
Last session a Bill was introduced by 
the same member for tlic purpose of 
altering tho constitution so as to give 
an fidditioral representativo to Nanai- 
mo only. Here wns, indeed, a pro 
position which would have materially 
disturbed the balance between the two 
sections; and it wus cbiclly on that 
ground that mostof tbeMaiuland member.s 
Toted against it. But did Mr.Beaveu 
deprecate it on that account.andmove 
a six months' hoist? Not he. He 
supported it; as also did Dr. Ash ! 
Here was a proposition to "tinker" 
with tho con»tilution twelve month's 
sooner. Did Mr, Beaven oppose it 
on that ground? Not he. He voted 
for it; as did also Dr. Ash ! So much 
for consistency. So much for sincer- 
ity. Mr. Walkem, who opposed the 
measure, laid great stress upon the 
unreadiness of Cassiar. It was really 
not proved yet — nothing more in fact, 
than a floating community of miners, 
for the most part foreigners at that; 
it neither desired nor deserved rcpro- 
sentation; the mining interests were 
over represented in the House already ; 
Cassiar had only some Ihi ce hundrod 
of a population last year, and might 
hare less this. Such were some of 
the fallacious allegations and wild as- 
sertions indulged in by those who op- 
posed the measure, and such are, we 
ohserre, the principal grounds upon 
which tlio local organ justifies that 
opposition. To liave directly oppos- 
ed increased representation to Nauai- 
mo would have required rather more 
boldness tlian they possess; so they 
op230sed increased representation to 
Nanaimo indirectly by opposing re- 
presentation for Cassiar. in its au- 
liety to justify tho course of its mas- 
ters, the organ stultifies itself and 
belittles Cassiar. It compares it with 
Omenica, and intimates that, like that 
goldtield.it may bede?erted in;a year or 
two; ftu.l il CKiiiiil? vv li; •IV.' u;il.i! the 
inioe.s shall ir^'.t: 1,-.M, (.•■,t('.;l. I.,"t us 
aeo Low iliis ui.up?B rviilj na foi'mer 
utterances: In iSeptember it said. 
"There can be no doubt whatever that 
since the discovery of the Cariboo 
mines in 18G1, the most important 
gold-field that has been struck in Bri- 
tish Columbia is in tho Cassiar Dis- 
trict;" and it proceeds to expatiate 
upon the existence of deep diggings 
in which mining will be carried on all 
the year round. I'n November, in a 
leading article on Cassiar, it said, — 
"AVo do not think it is any exaggera- 
tion to say that tlie Cassiar niine.'i, so 
far, havo proved to bo the best over 
struck in British Columbia for what is 
known as poor man's diggings. Neither 
in Cariboo nor any other diggings yet 
struck in British Cohnubia have 
miners generally been so successful as 
in (!ftssiar;" and, estimating tho popu- 
lation at two thousand, it places tho 
season's yield at an average of "five 
hundred dollars to every ma"ii in the 
country," and it continues, — "For 
what may be considered the first sea- 
sons' work, tliis is a showing which 
stamps Cassiar as by all odds the 
best gold field for placer mining in 
British Columbia, if not on the whole 
range or the Pacific Coast. There is 
at present a range of country over one 
hundred miles square known to be 
liij^hly auiifcrous, that will ncit jear 
(this year) alloi-d piolltHblo (!in|)h)y- 
ment to a very much larger population 
than entered in this (last) year. * * 
* * Cassiar is a large district; there 
will bo room for all who go there, and 
wo verily believe it i« unecpiallod as a 
gold field on this continent." Now, 
did tho organ truely represent Cassiar 
in these glowing words? Or does it 
fairly represent it now, when describ- 
it OS an unproved gold field which 
may "fizzle" at any time ?

The fish- 
ing interests had no protection from 
Oregon fish, and it only required a little 
more energjr on tho part of our farmers 
to hold their own against the foreign 
cattle-growers. 

iir. Itobson moved to strike out tho 
words "And wo feel no assurance that the 
completion of snch Railway will be made 
as agreed upon," in paragraph 3. 

Mr. Semlin sooon ded. 

Hon. Dr. Ash objeoted to the passage 
of any resolution tliroujfh this House 
with a view todoeeiriag his coustitneuts, 
and before ho would consent to tho pas- 
sago of tho resolution ho wanted to ba 
quite sure that the Dominion Govorn- 
in out had the power to impoao this ex- 
ceptional tax. 

Mr. A. B. Robertson thought the reso- 
lution might bo allowed to pass; bat ho 
did not think it would have any effect, 
for ho believed that Mr. Mackenzie would 
look to the hon.gentlemen who represeat 
thiy Provinoo to instruct him on this 
point.

Mr. Hughes did not think this House 
had anything to do with tho Tariff or 
should have anything to do v,-ith it — no 
mora than a Municipality. Ho vtn-i 
opposed to both rosolut'on and amend- 
ment. If tho farmors were to boiirotect- 
ad manufacturers should be protected as 
well. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson said it was the 

duty of every Qorornment to extend to 
every part of tho country every assistance 
and aid. So fir as this re.iolution was 
concerned tho whole farmin<j jjopulatiou 
demanded it, and it was our duty to lis- 
ten to the voice of the people who suflTor- 
ed most from the present state of affairs. 
(Hear). 

Mr. Robinson said that there were nioni- 
bers prosent who represented mining 
districts and who seemed to forgot that 
ft modified tariff would bear heavily upon 
tho niiuora. Jirery dollar of protoctioa 
placed on articles of every day sonsump- 
tinnwasnn additional burthen on the 
miner. 

Mr. Booth said that the House had 
roallr no right to intorfore, and ho 
thought our petition would not bo listen- 
ed to at Ottawa. There was no doubt 
that a great deal of loss had fallen ou the 
farmers; but he wanted to see this ques- 
tion settled now by the passage of the 
resolutions so that this should not be 
made a question at the polls at tho next 
election. 

The words against which Mr. Robson's 
motion was directed were struck out.

Ha had been re(iueBted to do 
this by Mr. Saunders, who had informed 
him tl'iat out of three tendors sent iu that 
of Mr. Fell, which was the highest, was 
accepted. The Provincial Secretary had 
said that the quality of the good.s fur- 
nished by Mr. Saunders was not equal to 
that of the samples. He found it stated 
iu the returns of eiponiiiture'for tho last 
two years thnt Sir. Saunders had receiv- 
ed Sa«94 from the Local Government, 
and Mr. Fell 32890. These were pretty 
large sums. The Provincial Secretary, 
he thought, bad not indicated iu his an- 
swer the proper way of dealing with this 
cn.no. H» should have insisted upon the 
sut>ply of goods according to the sam- 
Ijles. 

Mr. Booth, in seenuding, said there 
had been a good deal of talk about this 
matter, and it was adviaablo in the pub- 
lic intorsst that the truth should be dis- 
ocvored. 

The Provincial Secretary would be 
happy to hara a lieleot Uommittoo. Tho 
more light thrown on the matter the bet- 
ter for the public interests. He hoped 
he should be able to state tha whole of 
the eiroumstanco^ connected with the 
awarding of the contract. He must also 
bo allowed to examine into similar nub- 
jects connected with tho Royal Hospital 
and Insjino Asylum. He thought it 
would bo well to'hare some one on the 
ComraittRe instead of the member for 
Victoria District, as he might' wish to 
call him for a witness and it would be 
scarcely rijdit for him to give evidence 
and to "ait also, so to Rpeak, on the jury. 

Aftar some discussion it was ordered 
that tho mover's name remain on the 
GommitteQ which was appointed acoord- 
iug to motion.
